S hanghai say s a telegram h as been re­ 
ceived th ere from Chin K iang saying 
th a t a p a rty of officers from th e A m er­ 
ican w arship Concord landed a t Chin 
K iang for th e 
purpose 
of 
shooting 
gam e. They, by accident, sh t a C hina­ 
m an. T he populace becam e in furiated 
an d attack ed , seized and carried off the 
w hole p arty . 
T he com m ander of the 
C oncord sent an arm ed force of blue 
.iackets and m arines to rescue them a t 
all hazards. 
F u rth e r new s in regard 
to the affair is anxiously aw aited. 
W ashington, Feb. 3.—The 
reported 
kidnapink of the officers of th e U nited 
S tates ship Concord a t Chin K iank, in 
China, reached W ashington a t to late 
an hour to perm it it to be inquired into 
in naval or diplom atic circles. 
Up to 
IO o’clock last night no new s on th e sub­ 
ject had been received by any of the 
governm ent officials. T he news created 
a profound sensation and unless later 
reports show th a t th e 
captured 
of­ 
ficers a re a t liberty oth er vessels will 
probably be 
hurried 
to 
th e 
scene. 
K now ing th e condition of the Chinese 
a t th e p resen t tim e, and th e w ay in 
w hich th ey are likely to deal w ith pris­ 
oners, th ere will be g reat anxiety until 
th e safety of th e offlceds is assured. 
A co u rt-m artial will probably follow, 
a s th e policy of the U nited S tates Gov­ 
ern m en t is to require unusual care in 
such cases. 
A few years ago a test 
torpedo from a U nited S tates w arship 
w as exploded by some Japanese, who 
found it on th e beach. 
One of them 
w as killed, and, though th e Jap an ese 
governm ent declared it held th e officer 
of th e w arship blam eless, th ere w as a 
co u rt-m artial and th e officer w as se­ 
verely reprim anded. 
T he Concord is a tw in screw 
steel 
g u n b o at of 1,710 tons displacem ent, car­ 
ry in g a m ain b a tte ry of six 
6-inch 
breech-loading rifles. It is com m anded 
by Joseph E. Craig, and has a comple­ 
m en t of th irteen officers and 180 men. 
I t arriv ed a t Chin K iang last F riday. 
T he vessel w as built a t C hester in 1888, 
an d h as a speed of seventeen knots. 
T he oth er ships now belonging to the 
A siatic statio n are th e Baltim ore, Capt. 
B. F. D ay, protected cruiser, 4,413 tons, 
fo u r 8-inch and six 6-inch guns; C har­ 
leston, C apt.

sam e as Concord; D etroit, J. S. Newell, 
cruiser, 2,094 tons, eight 4-inch guns;

Em ory, gunboat, 892 tons, fo u r 6-inch 
guns; M onocacy, Com m ander R. E. Im - 
pey, paddle-wheel steam boat, 1,370 tons, 
six old-fashioned guns.

Kine-Year-Old Frank Hafey Has a Record 
for Crime. 
N ew B r ita in , Conn., Feb. 3.—Frank 
Hafey, a daring” young 
desperado, 
aged 9 years, and wearing knicker­ 
bockers, has been arrested at this 
place. 
He organized a band of high­ 
waymen composed of ragged street 
urchins. 
Many New Britain children 
have been robbed by them. 
Ralph Boyd, 13, who delivers milk 
for a farmer, wras held up by Hafey 
and four of his gang. 
They youthful 
robbers took Boyd’s money and disap­ 
peared in the woods. 
Hafey broke 
into and robbed the New Britain depot. 
A week ago he entered the Lyceum 
theater and stole $225 from the safe. 
He broke into several country churches, 
stole the communion sets and sold 
them to a pawnbroker. 
He broke into 
nearly every grocery store here,stole all 
the money in the drawer, then turned 
the kerosene oil and molasses barrel 
faucets on, flooding the places. 
Young Hafey and James Duffy were 
captured last night in the m eat estab­ 
lishment of Andrews, Swift A Co., 
where they were rifling the money 
drawer. 
Duffy, who is 8 years old, 
was allowed to go home, while Hafey 
will be sent to the Connecticut School 
for Boys.

T heir credentials, therefore, were no 
b e tttr th a n so m uch w aste paper, for 
Ja p a n refuses to tre a t w ith any em is­ 
saries not authorized to determ ine is­ 
sues on the spot and empowered to 
bind th e em pire of C hina to faithfully 
c a rry out any term s agreed upon. 
C hina’s am bassadors, w ith th eir im ­ 
posing retinues, s ta rt today on th eir 
re tu rn 
home, 
having 
accom plished 
nothing, not even having been officially 
recognized as regularly comm issioned 
ag en ts of the governm ent they claim 
to represent. 
P aris, Fob. 4.—A dispatch from Tokio

W ashington, Feb. 4.—U ncertainties 
prevail 
in 
adm inistration circles re ­ 
garding the effect of the coming bond 
issue on legislation in the house, one 
p arty assertin g th a t a call for bonds 
would sp u r on the silver men to in­ 
creased activity, wrhile others believe 
the bonds them selves would be the best 
evidence of the necessities of the tre a s­ 
ury and therefore the strongest possi­ 
ble argum ent for the passage of the 
new currency act. Several attem p ts to 
canvass the senate have been m ade 
during the week and all results about 
the sam e on the surface. W hen the tw*o 
new senators, W ilson of W ashington 
and C lark of W yoming, get here the 
senate will have eighty-eight mem bers, 
of which forty-five will be a m ajority. 
It will be composed nom inally of forty- 
nine soft and thirty-nine hard money 
men. There are, it is said, tw enty-four 
senators who are for silver all the time. 
The other tw enty-five, according to 
shrew d observers, are not so firm. It 
will be seen, therefore, th a t to the

Probably the President Has Signed the 
Bill ’Ere This As It W as a Part of 
the Resolution Conferring An Honor 
on General 
Schofield—Salary Is 
$7,500 a year. 


Before these lines are read, in all 
probability. Brigadier General Thomas 
H. Roger has been advanced from his 
present rank to that of M ajir General 
with a yearly salary of $7,500, an in­ 
crease of $2,000 a year. 
His advance­ 
ment is due to a provision that was 
kept dark while the bill reviving the 
grade of lieutenant general and con­ 
ferring it on Major General Schofield 
was before congress. 
Most of the 
members of both houses were of the 
impression the bill concerned Geneial 
Schofield alone and would only be a 
reward of merit to him. 
As a matter 
of fact, when he is made lieutenant 
general it 
will 
create at once 
a vacancy in the grade of major 
general, 
the law having fixed the 
number of those officers at three. 
As 
the bill in question passed the house 
Saturday the jurisdiction of congress 
is at an end. 
The bill went to the 
president today, and he had already 
announced his intention of signing it. 
The promotion of Msjor General Scho­ 
field will make a vacancy in the list 
of major-generals, which by law must 
always be kept up to its quota of three 
officers. 
The ranking major-general 
will be Major-General Miles now in 
command of the Department of 
the 
East. The vacancy will be filled by 
the appointment of Brigadier-General 
Thomas R. Ruger, commanding the 
Department of the Mirsouri, with 
headquarters at Chicago. This vacancy 
was promised Brigadier General Ro­ 
ger by the president when Brigadier- 
Geceral A. McD. McCook was pro 
moted over him to the grade of Ma­ 
jor-general some months ago, a va­ 
cancy being created at that time by 
the retirement of Major-General O. O. 
Howard. Brigadier-General Ruger will 
remain in command of the Department 
of the Missouri npon bis promotion.

.making a fold in the pattern at the waist 
[line, thereby taking out the unnecessary 
[longth. 
In the same place—viz, at the 
-waist line—the basque can be lengthened 
my sliding tho pattern down after the up- 
iper portion is cut to the proper length. To 
jwiden it allow as many inches as are nec­ 
essary and divide them, adding the frac­ 
tion to every scam as it is cut out. 'In 
that way the proper proportion is main­ 
tained. 
; 
In these days it is so easy to purchase a 
reliable pattern at a nominal cost that it 
is scarcely necessary to give detailed di­ 
rections as to drafting a pattern, but it 
may lie well to say a few words to those 
(Who cannot get exactly such a pattern as 
they want. 
A stiff paper should he laid fiat, and an 
outline drawn as nearly liko the diagram 
as possible as to form, but as large as will 
be required, with an inch or more of space 
all around to spare. 
Tho length of tho 
waist in front should be taken and tho 
number of inches marked on tho paper. 
Three inches back from this the shoulder 
measure should bo taken and marked, 
then the length of the shoulder and tho 
length under the arms. Tho width across 
the bust from the top of the underarm 
seam to tho notch should be taken and 
(marked across with pencil. The first dart 
should be SH inches from the front seam 
at the top and taper to 2 inches at the bot- 
jtom. 
The hack dart is from one-half to 
.one inch higher than the front, according 
!to the figure of tho wearer. As the proper 
height of tho darts cannot be determined 
until the waist is tried on, it is better not 
to cut out the darts until after it is fitted 
on. 
The back centerpieces should be meas­ 
ured in tho same manner and tho length 
of the waist marked. 
There is a slight 
hollow in the hack, as will be noticed in 
tho diagram, tho narrowest part being in 
^he hollow at tho waist line. 
The sido 
.forms must be traced out with a pencil in 
a graceful slope. 
If the wearer be short 
and thickset, these seams can reach high­ 
er, and that will give greater apparent

TOBE THIER THEME 


"FINANCIAL RELIEF" COMMIT­ 
TEE W ILL MEET TONIGHT. 


W hatever Course They Recommend 
Will Probably be Adopted—Many 
People Think the Three Per Cent. 
Limit Is Too High, W hile Others 
Think it About Right. 


Steps tow ard financial relief for the 
city will be taken by the special com­ 
mittees appointed by the mayor a t the 
meeting a t the council cham ber to­ 
night and it is a foregone conclusion 
th a t whatever this committee finally 
agrees to, will be adopted. 
The most 
im portant question is th a t of finance. 
It is claimed by all who are fam iliar 
with city m atters th a t more funds are 
required to ran the city government 
than can be raised under the charter, 
and the question is w hether to seek 
relief by getting some general law 
passed, or one perm itting the adoption 
of a portion of the general charter. 
The 
Kimball 
bill 
which 
is 
now 
pending 
before 
the 
legislature 
lim its the tax to be raised to 3 per 
cent of the valuation, the same as in 
the general charter act. 
Many peo­ 
ple claim the 3 per cent lim it is too 
high, and th at it should be lowered to 
a t least two and one half per cent. 
This m atter will receive spacial a t­ 
tention at the hands mf the commit­ 
tee. 
Another im portant question will be 
th a t which relates to adopting the 
uniform charter, or a part of it. 
It is 
claimed 
by many 
th a t Janesville 
should have a larger representation in 
the county board, and in order to gain 
this must adopt so muck of the charter 
as would allow the council to increase 
the number of wards. 
The committee, being composed of 
citizens fam iliar with the require­ 
ments of the city, will investigate all 
these questions, and the conclusion 
reached will no doubt meet wish gen­ 
eral approval.
